Regarding claim 31, the prior art made of record fails to clearly teach or fairly 
suggest the features of a portable radio communication includes a reinforcement 
member between the projection portion and the housing, wherein at least one part of 
the antenna element is provided in the reinforcement member, in combination with other 
limitations as specified in the independent claim 31, and further limitations of their 
respective dependent claims 35-36. 

Regarding claim 32, the prior art made of record fails to clearly teach or fairly 
suggest the features of a portable radio communication includes a parasitic element, 
wherein at least one part of the parasitic element is provided on one of an interior and 
an exterior part of the projection portion, in combination with other limitations as 
specified in the independent claim 32, and further limitations of their respective 
dependent claims 33-34, and 37.
